JAPAN’S ESSENTIAL TERMS. 


Conditions Which, It Is Said, Russia | 


Will Have to Grant at Once. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—Whether there 
is to be peace tn the Far East or a con- 
timuance of the war will, it is understood, 
be practically decided at the first business 
meeting of the Portsmouth conference, 
which will convene about Aug. 5. 

Baron Komura, it is said, will on that 
eceasion communicate to M. Witte the 
essentials of Japan’s peace terms. This, 
it is declared, will not be done in a spirit 
of defiance. Indeed, there are many evi- 
dences in the “possession of the neutral 
Governments that Japan is coming to the 
conference, not imbued with a desire to 
humiliate Russia, but only to exact terms 
which will insure lasting peace in the Far 
East, and which will in a measure com- 
pensate Japan for her financial losses in 
the present conflict. 

Throughout the preliminary negotia- 
tions, however, japan has made it clear 
at Washington that she wished to avoid 
unnecessary tedious negotiations. 
a@re not going to the conference to write 
into the law of nations a new chapter, 
aid a‘ high Japanese official recently. 
For this reason the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries will adopt the programme of at 
once laying on the conference table those 
terms the acceptance of which without 


modifications they are instructed to in- 
sist upon as a basis for further negotia- 
tions. : 

Although guarding with great care the 
Official statement of her terms, Japan 
has not kept from several friendly Gov- 
ernments the general character of these 
terms. Official Washington has been en- 
abled to form within certain limits a gen- 
eral idea of their character. It is known 


that Japan will demand an indemnity that |

Besides the 
indemnity, it is believed, Japan’s essen- 
tial demands are the cession to a of 
Sakhalin, of the Liao-Tung Peninsula, and 
of the railway as far as Harbin; the rec- 
ognition of Japan’s predominating influ- 
ence in Korea, and the return of Man- 
churia to China. 

If the Russian plenipotentiaries are pre- 
pared to accept these essentials, the offi- 
cials here are confident that the bases 
will be laid for negotiations sure to lead 
to the signing of a treaty of Washington, 
bringing peace in the Far East. 

As for the subjects remaining to be dis- 
cussed, a tedious one, it is believed, and 
one on which Russia will be disposed to 
negotiate with the greatest caution, is 
the rogramme for the restoration of 
Manchuria to Chinese control. Because 
of the confusion and general disorder 
likely to ensue in the province after the 
withdrawal of the foreign armies, Japan 
believes that a certain time will be re- 
quired in which to-restore public order 
and the establishment of a regular sys- 
tem of Chinese police administration. 
Japan will insist that during this period 
she remain in control of the administra- 
ticr of the province, at the same ‘ime 
giving a definite pledge finally to evac- 
uate it as soon as China shall be in a

GOVERNOR DENOUNCES JEWS. 


Declares They Caused All the Dis- 
turbances at Odessa. 


ODESSA, July 26.—The Governor of 
Odessa has issued an extraordinary proc- 
lamation, which, when posted in the city 
to-morrow, may have the effect of in- 
creasing the already bitten feeling against 
the Jews among the troops and more igno- 
rant classes of the population, 

The Governor says he has received a 


number of anonymous letters denouncing 
ersons as Socialists and revolutionaries. 
he proclamation continues: 

‘Letters have also come from the Jews 
charging the police with preparing for a 
Jewish massacre.”’ 

The Governor then declares that such 

action is oo and will not be per- 
mitted, and he adds: 
“The Governor is astonished \at the 
Jews addressing such letters to him, see- 
ing that it is the Jews themselves who 
caused all the disorders. The police in- 
variably found revolvers, bombs, and pro- 
hibited literature in Jewish houses. But 
for the Jews there would have been no 
disturbances and no Kniaz Potemkine af- 
fair. Now the Jews have the impertinence 
to bring charges against the police.”

Senator Armstrong Tells the Plans of 
the Insurance Inquiry. 


ROCHESTER, July 26.—Senator Will- 
jam W. Armstrong has summoned his 
Senate and Assembly associates who are 
to serve on the joint legislative committee 
which is to investigate the life insurance 
business in this State to meet for organi- 
zation next Tuesday. 

If Senator Armstrong’s associates agree, 
the committee will organize at once and 
immediately proceed to New York, where 
headquarters will be engaged, counsel se- 
lected, and preparations entered upon for 
the investigation. He has already written 
letters to Gov. Higgins, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Francis Hendricks, 
Attorney General Mayer, and District At- 
torney Jerome, asking that they meet 
with the committee at an early date, Sen- 
ator Armstrong said to-day: 

“So far as I am concerned, the investi- 
gation will be one entirely independent 


from any now in pragrons, although there 
is no doubt all will tend toward a common 
end. It will be as thorough and as search- 
ing as it is possible to make it. 

“T appreciate fully the gravity and Im- 
portance of the inquiry, and I request 


| that those who have in their possession 
|any information which will throw light

“The investigation will be commenced 
as soon as possible and rushed along as 
rapidly as possible, but it should be 
borne in mind that the members of the 
committee are busy men, and that their 
services to the State will be without 
compensation. So while we will endeavor 
to keep the inquiry as continuous as 
possible, the public should remember that 
we are entitled to some consideration, 
and that our own private affairs must 
not be neglected entirely.

Guinea Pig, and Opossum Dead— 
Keeper, When Blamed, Resigns. 


In the recent hot spell there was an in- 
vasion of flies in the animal houses at the 
Zoological Park in the Bronx. Last Fri- | 
day afternoon Director William T. Horn- 
aday and Dr. Blair, the park surgeon, met 
to discuss it. This notice, copies of which 
were posted all over the park, was the re- 
sult of the conference:

TO ALL CURATORS AND KEEPERS: | 
Dr. Blair is conducting a campaign 
ay flies, and you are hereby request- 
ed to do all in your power to assist him.

That afternoon Dr, Blair bought a large 
quantity of arsenic paper, which he put 
in basins of water all around the cages 
in the mammal house. Here the flies 
had been particularly troublesome to all 
the animals except the great ant eater, 
which appreciated them. 

The flies came along and took the fatal 
plunge into the poisoned water. Then, 
feeling that something was wrong, in a 
few minutes they flew into the cages of 
the animals. The foxes, dozing in the 
rays of sunshine that shot through the 
windows, amused themselves by snapping 
at the intoxicated flies. 

The ant-eater reveled in a windfall, 


while the nine-banded armadillo was fair- 
ly beside himself with joy. The angora 
guinea pig, too, could hardly contain his 
enthusiasm as he darted about his cage 
chasing heavy-winged denizens of the 
outer air, and the bush-tailed wallaby 
hopped about in an exuberance that puz- 
zlied the mammal keeper, ‘ Bill” Cald- 
well, who is something of an expert on the 
psychology of wallabies. 

n Saturday when Caldwell opened the 
mammal house he observed that many of 
the flies were dead. Then he gasped and 
set about compiling this list of casualties: 

Red fox, Yorkshire, dead. 

Blue fox, arctic regions, dying. Later, dead. 

Bushtailed wallaby, Australia, may recover. 

Nine-banded armadillo, South America, dead, 

Angora guinea pig, New Guinea (7?) dead. 
dead. 

Opossum, Australia, 
could be obtained. 

Sunbear, Malay Peninsula, acute convulsions, 

Great ant-eater, condition serious; convul- 
sions. 

When the keeper reported the deaths to 
Director Hornaday the park authorities 
grew excited. The bodies of the dead 
mammals were removed to the park 
morgue, where Curator Ditmars held va- 
rious autopsies. 

After that there was a vexed conference 
in Director Hornaday’s office. Caldwell | 
said he had no doubt that the mammals | 
had died of arsenic posons brought on 
by poisoned flies which had flown into 
the cages. He gave it as his opinion also 
that the great ant eater would have died 
too had not flies of all sorts and condi- 
tions been its regular diet. He also re- 
ported that the Malay sun bear was {in 
a@ bad way.

BALFOUR’S PARTY RESTLESS. 


Bellef That Dissolution of Parliament 
Will Be Forced This Year. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YorK TIMBS. 

LONDON, July 26.—The expectation 
seems to be strengthening among well- 
informed politicians here that Parlia- 
ment will be dissolved this Autumn. 
The fact that Premier Balfour did not 
in his statement on Monday say any- 
thing to indicate his intention to go to 
the country before the next session of 
Parliament has not tended to discour- 
age the expectation of a general elec- 
tion some time prior to Jan. 1. 

Probably the Government has come 
to no decision on this matter, so that 
if Mr. Balfour were disposed to answer 


the question, “When will Parliament 
be dissolved?” he might answer truth- 
fully, ‘‘I don’t know.” 

The expectation of an early dissolu- 
tion is based on the belief that the 
Government will be forced to dissolve, 
not by an adverse vote in the House of 
Commons, but by the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion and by pressure fronmi mem- 
bers of Mr. Balfour’s own party, which, 
for one reason and another, is decid- 
edly adverse to prolonging the life of 
the Government. The chances really 
seem to favor the success of the agi- 
tation among the Government’s sup- 
porters for an early dissolution. 


LONDON, July 26.—The House of Com- 
mons to-day refused to permit Winston | 
Spencer Churchill to introduce a bill lim- | 
iting the life of Parliament to five in-| 
stead of seven years. } 

Mr. Churchill explained that the bill | 
would give fuller popular control of the| 
executive.

“MAY EXAMINE ESS-ESS BOOKS | 


Hears They May Show a Devel Ac-} 
count and That the Justice Works 
as an Editor There. 


_ Col. Mann spent most of the day at the 
Town Topics office yesterday, but of the 
investigation in which, according to his 
declared intention, he was to have been 
engaged no echoes were permitted to 
reach the outside world. Reporters were 
met by a woman stenographer, who said: 

“Col. Mann asks me to tell you that the 
incident is closed.” 

A smile was the only reply that could be 
drawn from District Attorney Jerome when 
he was asked if the Town Topics and 
“ Fads and Fancies" incident actually was 
ended. It was learned, however, that ar- 
rangements had been made to call on the 
officers and Directors of the Ess-Ess Pub- 
Mshing Company to give the District At- 
torney a chance to examine their books. 
Intimation has reached Mr. Jerome that 
@n examination of those books may lead 
to the disclosure of another account in the 
name of Justice Deuel. 

The Ess-Ess Publishing Company is one 
of several concerns auxiliary to the Town 
Topics Publishing Company. The officers 
are identical for the two concerns. Col. 
Mann is President and William L. Daniels 
is named in the articles of incorporation 
as Secretary and Treasurer. The Directors 
are Mrs. Emma Mann Vynne, Col. Mann, 
and Justice Joseph M. Deuel. The object 
of the Ess-Ess Publishing Company is 
the publishing of a short-story monthly 
magazine. Its capitalization provides for 
$100,000 stock, supposed to be divided by 
the holders at the same ratio as prevails 
in the Town Topics Publishing Company, 
where Col: Mann and his daughter own 
470 shares of stock to 30 by Justice Deuel. 
In January, 1903, an amended certificate 
of incorporation for the Town Topics 
Company was filed with the County Clerk. 
It mames the three Directors mentioned 
above as the only members of the com- 
pany. The document bears this indorse- 


ment: 

“Town Topics Publishing Company. 
Amended certificate of incorporation. Jo- 
seph M. Deuel, 118 West Forty-eighth 
Street, New York City.” 

Mr. Jerome was much interested in 
hearing of this document yesterday. It 
was also said that somebody had told him 
that the connection of Justice Deuel with 
the Ess-Ess Publishing Company was 
more intimate than with the Town Topics 
Publishing Company, and that he has 
spent so much time and attention on the 
editing of the monthly magazine published 
by the former concern as to make many 

ersons regard him as the actual editor 
n chief of it. Justice Deuel has repeat- 
ediy declared, however, that whatever 
labors he has devoted to either the month- 
ly or the weekly publications in which he 
is interested have been labors of love 
only, caused not by his monetary inter- 
ests in the concerns, but by his fondness 
for literary occupations. 

There were other indications at the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office yesterday, all of 
them tending to show that the incident is 
not quite as closed as Col. Mann says.

St. Louis Sheriff Acts — Detectives 
Push Their Way In.

ST. LOUIS, July 26.—Two bookmakers 
were arrested this afternoon at Delmar 
race track by Sheriff Herpel on warrants 
charging them with having registered a 
bet. The men arrested were Isaac Cohen

FRIENDS FEAR VIOLENCE, 


The Rev. N. 0. Halsted Disap- 
pears from Kings Park, L. I. 


/MAY HAVE HAD LARGE SUM 


| Superintendent of St. Johniand Home 


Was Seen Here on Friday— 
Wife Is Seeking Him. 


The Rev. Newberry O. Halsted, Secre- 
tary and Superintendent of St. Johniand 
Home of Kings Park, L. I., has been miss- 
ing since Friday morning. A story that 
he left the home Friday morning with a 
large sum of money to be deposited in a 
Manhattan bank, that he deposited the 
money and sent evidence of the deposit 
to the home is denied by the Treasurer 
of the corporation, Francis M. Bacon of 
92 Iranklin Strest, Manhattan, who says 
that money in any considerable sums 
passes only through his hands. 

On Friday morning last the Rev. Mr. 
Halsted left St. Johniand Home and 
boarded a Long Island Railroad train for 
this city. He carried a small hand 
satchel, of which he appeared to take 
special care. It is said by relatives and 
friends that he was seen in Manhattan 
Friday before noon, since which time all 
trace of him has been lost. 

The managers of the home say that Mr. 
Halsted took with him a considerable sum 
of money to be deposited in a trust com- | 
pany in this city, and that as evidence 
that he made the deposit he sent home a 
credit slip. This cannot be verified until 
Mrs. Halsted returns, for she left Kings 
Park Tuesday morning to search for her 
husband. The credit slip is said to have 
been sent by the Rev. Mr. Halsted to 
Mrs. Halsted. 

The statement of Treasurer Bacon is 
quite at variance with that which has 
been circulated regarding the sum of 
money supposed to have been in the pos- | 
session of the Rev. Mr. Halsted. 

‘I learned on Tuesday,” said Mr. Bacon 
yesterday afternoon, ‘‘ that the Rev. Mr. 
Halsted had disappeared. I wrote at once | 
to some of the employes upon the farm 
asking for facts. To-day one of them 
telephoned that the report of Mr. Hal- 
sted’'s disappearance was true, but that 
everything was in apple-pie order, and 
that every one had been paid off up to the 
date of Mr. Halsted's disappearance. None 
of the village trades people is a creditor, 
I am informed, Mr. Halsted having paid 
all bills regularly. : 

“The most singular part of the affair 
is the report that Mr. Halsted had with! 
him a large sum of money belonging to 
the institution. That simply is not pos- |} 
sible, Mr. Halsted never handled large | 
sums of money. He is Secretary. I am 
Treasurer. All moneys, save such -small 
sums as are required to meet current ¢x- 
penses, are turned over to me and are by 
me deposited. It would be impossible for 
Mr. Halsted to have in his possession any 
considerable sum belonging to the home. | 
I know nothing about the report that he 
sent a credit slip home showing that he 
had deposited money in Manhattan. If 
he deposited money it must have been his 
own, and it is not probable that it was a 
large sum. 

‘“The Rev. Dr. Henry Mottet, pastor of 
Holy Communion Church, who ts Presi- 
dent of the St. Johnland Home Associa- 
ticn, will visit Kings Park to-morrow to /| 
roake a thorough search of the itustitu- 
tional records to make sure that every- 
thing is straight, as we believe it to be. 

‘So far as I can see there was no in- 
centive for any one to attack the Rev. 
Mr. Halsted. Yet, I know nothing about 
him. Personally I canot assist in the 
investigation, as I am leaving town, but 
the Rev. Dr. Mottet will attend to the! 
matter thoroughly.” | 

The Rev. Mr. Halsted is about forty- 
five years of age. He has resided upon 
the large and beautiful farm owned .by 
St. Johnland Home for about a dozen | 
years, his wife and three children living 
happily with him. He fs generally liked 
and respected. 

Residents of Kings Park think that the 
Rev. Mr. Halsted may have become men- 
tally deranged or may be a victim of vio- 
lence. 

A brother of the Rev. Mr. Halsted called 
at the Arts Club in West Thirty-fourth 
Street yesterday afternoon, where the 
clergyman was a frequent visitor, and 
asked that all information be refused to 
reporters or other inquirers into his 
brother's affairs.

| Serious Accident Narrowly Averted |

Rocks Through Fouled Sheet. 


W. Ross Proctor’s Mineola won the 
match race with Commodore W. K. Van- 
derbilt, Jr.’s, Virginia off Oyster Bay 
yesterday by 3 minutes and 55 seconds.

Both crews met with accidents. Mine- 
ola was perfectly handied until she| 
turned the second mark. Then she might | 
have lost her topmast and narrowly 
missed running on the rocks. She went 
to jibe to starboard, and her topsa!l sheet 
fouled the mainsheet. She came about 
again to clear it, and the preventer back- 
stay fouled. Jibing again with no pre- 
venter set up, and at the risk of losing 
her unsupported topmast as the big spar 
swung over, she straightened out the dif- 
ficulty to find the rocks under her lee 
bow, and she was forced about again | 
before she could bear away on her course. 
In that three minutes there were some | 
anxious yachtsmren aboard, and for fhe) 
succeeding two minutes the recording | 
angel had a busy time. 

Virginia lost her jib topsall on the first | 
leg. It was split in five places and | 
flapped uselessly on the stay. The last | 
leg she carried away her topsail sheet | 
and had to take in the sail. She could | 
not set another. and sailed the leg with- 
out it.. On these two legs she lost all 
her time, while Mineola lost on the second 


leg, but none of the accidents affected 
the issue, as each suffered about alike. 

As the preparatory gun sounded Clifford |

sprit to run yp the topsail. They handled 
it like professionals. he two yachts then | 
manoeuvred for the start. The Virginia, 
following the Mineola, tried to blanket 
her, but Capt. Hanan shook out his No. 2 
topsail and ran away from her, rounding 
the sterr of the Tarantula and getting | 
away 56 seconds after the gun, with the 
Virginia 41 seconds behind her. 

Mineola had good headway and drew | 
off with a big lead. Virginia tacked at 
once and went far to windward and then 
stood away for the mark, fully half a mile 
astern. Both were footing fast, but Min- 
eola continued to gain, lying well down. 
As she approached the mark she took a | 
short hitch and the weather position. She 
took in her jib topsail and stood for the | 
mark as Virginia came about. Then it 
was seen that the latter’s baby jib had

GROWERS NOT PLACATED 


Statistical Experts Say Acreage 
Has Decreased 14.9 for 1905. 


HOLMES FIGURES ARE TAKEN 


Charge Made That New Average Is a 
Compromise—Prices Jump and 
Drop in New York. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—To comply 
th the demand for corrected figures on 
e@ reduced cotton acreage and in the 

hope of pleasing somebody if not every- 
body, Assistant Secretary W. M. Hays 
of the Department of Agriculture issued 
this afternoon a new estimate of the 
acreage. This new estimate makes the 
reduced acreage from last year’s crop 14.9 
percent. instead of 11.4 as given out in 
the Holmes report. 

The plan under which the revised esti- 
mate was made was the result of a dis- 
cussion of the situation by Mr. Hays and 
the crop estimate board, consisting of 
‘Victor H. Olmsted, Stephen D. Fessenden, 
George K. Holmes, and W. W. Long. Mr. 
Olmsted is one of the experts of the old 
statistics division. Secretary Hays told 
him to deduct from the seven separate 
, Sources of final figures a general average

First—That a new estimate should be made 
on acreage planted, and that the figures in Mr.

with last year of 14.9 per cent., (instead of 
11.4 per cent.,) or 4,731,000 acres—the esti- 
mate of the total acreage planted this year 
being 26,999,000 acres. 

The estimated percentage of the decrease in 
each of the cotton-growing States is as follows: 
Virginia, '.18; North Carolina, .16; South 
Carolina, .14; Georgia, .14; Florida, .12; Ala- 
bama, .i1; Mississippi, .16; Loutsiana, .17; 
Texas, .16; Arkansas, .19; Tennessee, .13; Mis- 
souri, .15; Oklahoma, .15; Indian Territory, .11, 

The averages were made for each State by 
each of the four members of the board, and 
the comparatively small disagreements were 
harmonized almost wholly by averaging, and 
the above results are fully agreed to by each 
and every member of the board. 

There was no little curiosity to know 
just what the crop estimating board 
meant by the second paragraph saying 
E. S. Holmes stood at Statistician Hyde’s 
elbow prompting him to change the final 
figures. Of this Assistant Secretary Hays 
said: 

“That is literally the fact. We inves- 
tigated on our own account to find what 
had been done and we went into the re- 
port to find where it had been manipu- 
lated. We make the statement about 
Holmes influencing Hyde to give a rea- 
son for the new report and because it is 
the fact.” 

Representatives of the growers here say 
that while the report is nearer accurate 
than the first one, it cannot inspire con- 
fidence because the data used were 
jJeft in the department by Holmes, The 
growers say much of his data has been 
ehanged and some is missing. Some 
even go so far as to say that the new 
figure of decrease, 14.9, was reached by 
striking an average between an estimate 
of the Southern Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion and the juggled Holmes report.

“If it were not that they are trying to 
destroy my reputation, which is as dear 
lo me as that of any man’s to him,” said 
Carlton, ‘‘I would be highly amused at 
the utterly ridiculous things the police 
and others are so recklessly saying about 
me.

MIDVALE ARMOR STANDS TEST 


Company Wins Long Fight for Con- 
tracts with Navy Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The Midvale 
Steel Company has won its long fight to 
meet the armor plate combination on even 
terms in dealing with the Government, A 
test made at Indian Head to-day demon- 
strated that Secretary Morton was in er- 
ror when he refused to give the company 
a contract for 1,000 tons on the ground 
that it could not make the armor, and was 
right when he rescinded this decision. 

The test was of six-inch hardened armor 
piate, representing the first output of 
armor contracted for by the Midvale Com- 
pany. On this, the first official test ever 
made of Midvale armor, depended the 
future relations of the company with the 
Government. 

The contract was secured on Dec. ‘15, 
1903. Last Winter another contract for 
8,000 tons was to be let. Mr. Morton re- 
fused to give the Midvale Company 1,000 
tons of this on the ground that the com- 
pany was rot capable of making enough 
armor to supply the Government. Strong 


protests were made, and at last Mr. Mor- 
ton granted a contract for 1,000 tons, pro- 
vided the first official test of armor under 
the contract of 1903 should be satisfactory. 
If it did not, then the 1,000-ton contract 
Was to revert to the Carnegie and Bethlie- 
hem Companies. 

The test _has been satisfactory in every 
respect. The armor plate tested to-day 
will be used for the battleships Mississippi 
and Idaho. The lot consists of about 450 
tons. Officers of the Navy Department 
are much pleased with the result, 

The Midvale Company now must dem- 
onstrate its capacity to make all deliv- 
eries on time. The 450 tons tested to-day 
were turned in ahead of the time stipu- 
lated in the contract. 


Garment Workers Raise Wages.

Rammed by Big Barge — Battery 
Benchers Call Rescuers. 


Several hundred loungers in Battery 
Park yesterday morning saw a spectacu- 
lar coliisiun between the tugboat Robert 
White and the big New York Central 
Barge No. 15. The five men who were 
on the tug jumped overboard when the 
tug, stove in by the crash, began to sink. 
They were rescued with trouble, and sey- 
eral of them were swimming about nearly 
exhausted when the tug turned turtle 
and went down. All this happened befére 
the eyes of the benchers, who had gath- 
ered close up to the sea wall, and who 
were as powerless to help as though the 
tug were miles away. 

The collision occurred about 100 feet 
from the Battery wall soon after il 
o'clock. Why it happened no one could 
see. There wasn't a sign of haze. Indeed, 
the bright sunlight made the whole picture 
of the collision clear. 

The tug and the barge were going 
from the North River around the Battery 
to make their way up the East River. 
The barge was behind. As there was 
nothing to obstruct the view of the 
Captain who was directing the barge, 
Capt. Sinclair, who in the pilot 
house of the tug, felt no uneasiness. 
When only about three lengths away 
from the tug, however, instead of stop- 
ping the barge made a dash ahead and 
rammed the stern of the tug. For a 
minute the tug shivered like an injured 
man, veered over to one side, and rapid- 
ly began to sink. 

Besides Capt. Sinclair, Deckhang KEad- 
ward Desnoyes was in the pilothouse. 
They broke through the glass of the deck- 
house to get out, and jumped overboard. 
The other deckhand, Chris Thompson, 
jumped off at about the same time. 

Down below there were still two men. 
in a worse plight. They were Francis R. 
Baker, the cook, and Engineer A. E. 
Peck. These twe men scrambled to the 
deck as quickly as they could, but had 
hardly reached it when the stern of the 
boat went down, the bow following a 
minute later. They didn’t have a minute 
to spare. 

The loungers in the park then yelled for 


kelp for the men. This yelling and the 
blowing of the whistles brought a fleet 
cf river craft to the rescue. Among them 
were the tugs Colwell and Unique. These 
two boats kept up a continual din with 
their whistles, to which other vessels 
added their noise. The barge also stayed 
close to the spot, and in less than ten 
niinutes every man overboard had been 
rescued from the water. By that time, 
too, only the pilot house of the Robert 
White was visible above the surface of 
the water. 

The men, after they had been pulled out 
of the water, were taken to the Marine 
Emergency Hospital in the Ship News 
Building, where they were attended by 
Drs. Sweet and Banty of the Marine Hos- 

ital Service. Only Baker, the cook, had 
been injured to any great extent. He 
had been cut by flying glass from the 
pilot house of the Robert White. He had 
also been badly bruised. He was removed 
to the Hudson Street Hospital. 

The harbor police are investigating the 
cause of the accident. Soon after the tug 
had gone down wreckers began the work 
of trying to raise the sunken craft.

YELLOW FEVER ONCE MORE. 


Dispatches from New Orleans an- 
nouncing the fact that physicians and 
a squad of special workers employed 
by the Citizens’ Committee are busily 
at work trying to stamp out the yellow 
fever by pouring oil over marshes and 
stagnant poole and covering up cis- 
terns say that “this activity is due to 
the adoption of the mosquito theory of 
the disease, and here, as in Havana 
after the Spanish-American war, the 
greatest attention will hereafter be 
given to eradicating the causes of the 
disease.” 

Hereafter? Why not heretofore? 
Have the physicians and sanitary au- 
thorities of the City of New Orleans 
been asleep during the last five years 
that they now “adopt” the mosquito 
theory of the disease? The transmis- 
sion of the yellow fever germ from 
the sick to the well by mosquitos was 
proved, not inferred or guessed at, in 
Havana more than five years ago. The

“THE BREADWINNERS.” 
The forthcoming publication in suc- 
cessive numbers of the Sunday edition 
of Tum New York Times, beginning 
with next Sunday, of the novel of “ The 
|Breadwinnenps,” published nearly a 
quarter of a century ago in-The Century 
Magazine, will be in itself a most in- 
teresting event, and raises a number of 
interesting questions. The most obvi- 
ous of these questions, the question as 
to authorship, is not so much raised as 
settled. There is no possible doubt that 
| Joun Hay wrote that book. The bruit 
of his authorship has been so going 
about every day since the day of his | 
death that his authorship would of 
course have been denied authentically 
had denial been possible. But that is 
by no means all. Nobody, in the light 
which has come upon the country since 
JOHN Hay’'s death about JoHN Hay's 
life, can fail to identify the author ina 
hundred unconscious touches, and some, 
perhaps, not quite unconscious, On the 
very second page of the novel there is a 
description of a room which shows, we 
will not say that “amateur spirit” to 
which one of our esteemed contempo:. 
raries attributed the success of JoHN 
Hay in diplomacy, but we will say that 
spirit of connoisseurship which all his 
acquaintances knew to be one of the 
facets of his many-sided mind. And 
there is even more direct evidence, evi- 
dence which would convince jurymen 
who might be quite insensible to the ar- 
gument from  connoisseurship. On 
Page 90 of the novel we read about the 
lying son.of a “ sodden, swearing, fight- 
ing drunkard” in Indiana, who was 
brought to book in the town of Salem. 
In ‘‘ Who’s Who in America” we read 
that Jonn Har was born in Salem, Ind. 
Evidently the notion of mystification 
had not, when he wrote the page in 
question, occurred to the author, or he 
would have taken pains to cover his 
tracks better than that. And, at the 
time, there is no reason to suppose that 
the notion of mystifying anybody had 
occurred to him. He was at the time 
i living in retirement and at ease, with 
no particular ambitions. Particular 
ambitions it was one of his character- 
istics if not of his distinctions that he 
never had. But when he had anony- 
mously written the “ best seller” of its 
year, as ‘The Breadwinners "  un- 
doubtedly was, it may well have oc- 
curred to him that there were things in 
it which might stand in his way if he 
should ever come to entertain political 
ambitions. It was reported at the time 
of the original publication that the 
author had said that his business would 
be injured if it were known that he had 
written that book. That is exactly the 
humorous way in which JoHN Hay 
would have warded off inquiry. It is

Stocks Dull; Call Money Rates 
134@2 Per Cent. 


The Erie Second Preferred Dividend 
Makes Erie Issues the Feature of a 


Dull Day —Cotton Acreage. 


Interest in yesterday’s dull and oth- 
erwise featureless stock market cen- 
tred in the various Erie issues, the 
trading in which made up practically 
one-third of the day’s business, The 
spur to the activity in these stocks was 
in the general knowledge that the Di- 
rectors were to meet in the afternoon 
; to take action on the question of a 
dividend on the second preferred stock. 
Curiously enough, it was not a deep 
secret that the Executive Commfttee 
had met on Tuesday and recommended 
a dividend on this issue at the rate of 
4 per cent., a fact which explains the 
heavy buying of the stocks late on 
Tuesday and again at the opening yes- 
terday, when this issue opened at an 
advance of 1% points. In emulation 
of the rise in the second preferred both 
the first preferred and the common 
stock rose steadily through the day and 
closed with gains of 1 and 1% points 
respectively, as against 2% points for 
the second preferred. The Directors 
justified the faith exhibited by the 
purchasers of the stocks by a declara- 
tion of the expected 4 per cent. rate. 
This calls for but $640,000 from the 
year’s earnings, which are undoubtedly 
ample to meet the call. It was natural 
that Wall Street should look on this 
action as indicating the possibility of 
an early retirement of this issue. 

Of the rest of the list it is perhaps 
enough to say that in spite of the inac- 
tivity there was a general tendency 
toward price improvement. The Steel 
report had little apparent influence on 
the course df the Steel stocks, the 
common closing unchanged and the 
prefererd with a gain of half a point. 
The general tenor of the news from 
the wheat country was favorable and 
the wheat markets again declined. This 
was reflected, possibly, in the small 
gains here and there in the railroad 
list,, although St. Paul closed with a 
trifling loss. 

The cotton market was thrown into 
excitement by the appearance of the 
Government's revised estimate of the 
cotton acreage, the new guess placing 
this 14.9 per cent. below last year’s 
acreage, whereas the previous estimate, 
under the Holmes régime, placed it only 
11.4 per cent. lower. As last year’s 
acreage was some 32,000,000 acres, the 
revised estimate makes this year’s 
acreage figure out at some 27,300,000 
acres. On the Cotton Exchange prices 
on the receipt of this estimate first rose 
violently, then fell with equal force, 
for some such outcome had long been 
awaited. It may be recalled that. on 
24,967,000 acres in 1898-9 a crop of 
11,256,000 bales was raised, and from 
27,878,000 acres in 1902-3 the outturn 
was 10,674,000 bales. What it will be 
this year is altogether problematical, 
but fair weather will make a good crop 
on the acreage still vouchsafed by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Attention was again directed to the 
course of Russian bonds on the Paris 
Bourse. The Russian 4s advanced from 
87.95 to 88.90, this advance following 
previous gains. The improvement in 
these securities dates practically from 
Witte’s visit to Paris and may there- 
fore be not without significance,

declared. The new dividend is payable 
semi-annually, 2 per cent. on Oct. 9 this 
year, and 2 per cent. on April 9, 1906. 

Erie second preferred has jumped 3% 
points in the last two days. Tuesday it 
opened at 71% and closed at 724%. Though 
the decision of the Board of Directors 
yesterday Was not known on the Stock 
Exchange until after closing, reports of 
action favorable to the second preferred 
had spread abroad, and the stock reached

The report on the year’s earnings 
has not yet been made public, but al- 
lowing that the June earnings were the 
same as those of May the amount for 
the entire year is $12,210,213. The earn- 
ings from subsidiary concerns bring this 
figure up to $14,622,213. When $9,600,000 
interest and rentals and $2,000,000 first 
preferred stock dividends are deducted 
from this a net surplus of $3,022,213 re- 
mains. 

The declaration of the new dividend of 
$640,000 leaves a net surplus of $2,882,213. 

The Erie will begin on its Jersey City 
terminal improvements immediately, and 
the officers expect to have the work fin- 
ished in two years. The total cost is to 
be about $8,000,000. 

The present tunnel in Jersey City will 
be used for freight trains. The present 
passenger terminal will be done away 
with altogether. 

“When its new terminal is ready,”’ 
said one of the Erie officials yesterday, 
“the Erie will easily be able to mane 

| 





500,000 passengers every morning and 
evening.’”’ 

Yesterday’s record shows that fifty-one | 2 
trains pulled into the Erie station be- 
tween 7:80 and 9:30 A. M. This number 
can be greatly increased when the im- 
provements are finished. 


IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Reviewing the situation in the iron 
trade, The Iron Age says in its issue of 
to-day: 

There has been an active movement in many 
branches of the iron and steel trades, and 
manufacturers are facing the future with in- 
creasing confidence. 

Apparently the buying in pig fron is over for 
the present. It stopped rather abruptly in the 
East with the end of last week, and there is a 
breathing spell in the Cincinnati market. It 
is estimated that the total sales during the two 
weeks of lively purchasing will aggregate about 
500,000 tons for the whole country, the great 
bulk of the business having been for delivery 
during the next sixty and ninety days. It has 
led Southern makers who had sold between the 
range of $10.50 and $11.25 to advance their 
prices to $11.75 and $12 for No. 2 Birmingham, 
some of them holding for more. This has given 
thé Northern and Eastern producers the chance 
to book considerable business at their old ask- 
ing prices, at which they were marketing very 
little, Im other words, the market is steady 
and firm, after the rush of buying, instead of 
being weak and nominal as it was before it. 

Relatively very little has been done in Besse- 
mer pig in the valleys, and the hope has been 
expressed that the leading interest might enter 
the market. This is not likely for the next 
few months, and it should be observed also 
that a large outside steel company in the 
Central West is carrying quite a block of 
Bessemer pig. 

A somewhat curious phenomenon is the ap- 
pearance of buyers of steel billets of a number 
of large steel works, the tonnage wanted in 
the open market running close to 30,000 tons. 
The explanation may be that what is wanted 
is open hearth steel, of which the steel works 
in question make relatively small quantities. 

A number of railroads have bought steel rails 
during the last ten days, the total figuring up 
close to 100,000 tons. Included in the purchases 
is from 25,000 to 30,000 tons for the Missouri 
Pacific system, 17,000 tons for the Spokane In- 
pormetiora, 12,000 tons for the Kansas City 
Southern, 6,000 tons for the St. Louls and 
Southwestern, and 5,000 tons for the Somerset 
Railway. The fact that the mills have a heavy 
tonnage makes them indifferent to business in 
light rails, unless prices are better, and the 
market in this branch is firmer at $23 to $25. 

In the structural trade the question of de- 
liveries is the all-absorbing topic. A tidewater 
fabrication shop has just placed an order for 
upward of 16,000 tons of shapes, about 5,000 
tons of which is to be applied for export re- 
Bids for the new bridge across the 
East River are to be opened on the 10th of 
August. The tonnage involved is a little short 
of 42,000 net tons.

LATEST T CUSTOMS f RULINGS. 


General Appraisers Must Not Be lIg- 
nored—Other Decisions. 


In a décision by Gen. Sharretts the 
Board of United States Genéral Apprais- 
ers yesterday served notice on importers, 
particularly those doing buSiness at ports 
other than New York, that customs cases 
must originate in the board as a prece- 
dent to the issues being heard by the 
Federal Circuit Courts. Two years ago 
the United States Circuit Court at New 
York made the rule that where importers 
neglect to attend hearings before the 
Board of Appraisers and submit evidence 
in support of their contentions the court 
will decline to consider the cases. This 
rule, however, has not been in force at 
the other large ports, and in many in- 
stances importers have allowed their pro- 
tests to be decided by default before the 
lower tribunal with the intention of pre- 
senting full evidence in the Circuit Court.
